Committee of Seventy Begins
House to House Canvass

Based on Registry Lists of
Last Fall.

Vigorous Efforts in Progress to
Prevent Pollution of Ballot in
Ways Familiar to Machine,

Aotlon agalnst fraudulent reglutration
In 20 of the ¢lty's 45 wards In belng taken
today under the supervision of the Come-
mittes of Seventy In a houss-to-house
eanviss by the police department. '!!w.-
fore midnight 13 wards will have 'I.rN'n
covered, and lomorrow work will ba
started on the remaining seven wards,
Part of slx wards have been coversd
sinee the work began after police lleu-
tanants hnd received thelr Inatructions
yvestarday by Buperintendent Roblnson,
and patrolmen worked Iate, golng from
door to door and Inquiring about voters
whose names appearod on the registra-
‘lon lists complled by the County Com-
miaslonern,

Twelty wards have been chosen by tha
Commlitten of Seventy as belng mont
likely to eontain evidenes of fraudulent
registration. Most of them lle nlong the
river front, but five Vare wards |n
South Philadelphla nre being rigidly in-
vestigated. Speelal attention is given to
river-front lodging houses and tenements,
For this work the Committes of Seventy
hns aelected a squad of plocked men as in-
vestlgators, It Is In sich houses that
“phantom volera'" names have been
found in the past,

WORK THOROUGH IN CHARACTER.
This yenr the pollee canvass {s likely to
be the most efficient over conducted, ua
the work Is baing based on names en-
tared as those of voters on the voting
lste of Inst fall. The work has henn
done before from nssessora’ lsts, which
are time-worn and far from aceurate. [t
seemed this yenr that pssessoras lsts
would be the only ones avallable, as the
County Commigsioners declared they
could not furnish the names of thoss who
reglstered untl October 19, or one day
after the date set for fillng petitions
with the Bonrd of Rogisttation Commise
slonera to atrike off fraudulent names.

But o way was found out of the dif-
eulty. Tha pollce station at 10th amd
Buttonwood streets was taken as head-
quartera for the canvasslng work, and
the registry books containing the maoat
recent Information wers turned over ta
n corps of men at City Hall, who copled
the names Into new hooks. :

VOTING LISTE USED.

The names were sent to the 10th and
Buttonwood strests station, wherse %
glrly aro at work on the second floor,
and there In turn the names wore “taken
oft' on the canvassing slips. Thia work
Is stlll golng on, As soon as the slipa
for ope ward sre completed they nara
turned over to the leutonant, who deals
them out to his men, and the canvassing
bagine.
